with recognition of his role in the Pequot massacre, (2) conduct a review
of all of the statues located within, or on the exterior of, the State Capitol
building, and (3) remove the picture of the indigenous people of
Virginia from the underground walkway between the Legislative Office
Building and State Capitol building and replace it with a more accurate

picture of the state's eastern woodlands tribes, obtained in consultation
